'Commons.doe -now declare, 'that they will 
maintaineandadſſiſthim, and adbereunto him 
theſaid Earle, with their Lives and Eſtates in 
[the fame cauſe, as in Conſcience and Dutyto 
God; the King and their Country they are 
-betind:todo. Andhlaſtly theLiords andCom- 
amonsdocfurther declare, that notwithſtand- 
-ing thoſe woked Councels which inclyned his 
Mamſty tomake warre againſtour brethren of 
Scotland, and by prayers'and: proclamations 
-rcadmn\Churcbes 'ts pronounce; them Rebels 
-andÞraytorsj/That withchcld his Maieltyfrom 
Jetting forth any Proclamation againſt thoſe 
blondy and barbarous Rebels'in Trehand;: till 
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Lumary laſt, although therebellion brak forth 
the 23 of Ofdober before, and notwithſtanding 
the importunity of both Houſes of Parliament 
that a Declaration might iflue to that pur- 
poſe, have now adviſcd and prevailed with his 
Maieſty by this Proclamation, to invite His 
Subiects to deſtroy His Parliament and good 
people by a Civill Warre, and by that meanes 
to bring ruine, confuſion and perpetuall {lave- 
ry upon the ſurviving part of A then wretched 
Kingdome. Yet the Lords and Commons,to 
witneſle their conſtant and unſhaken Loyalty 
and affeCtion to his Maieſty,doe folemnely de- 
elarc, That if His Majeſty ſhall immediately 
disband all his forces, andbe pleaſed to aban- 
don thoſe wicked Councellors,and leave them 
to condigne puniſhment, and return and hear- 
ken to the wholſome adviſe of his great Coun- 
cell : they will really indeavour to make both - 

His Maieſty and His Poſterity, as Great, Rich, 
and Potent, as much bcloved at home,and fea- - 

red abroad, as any Prince that ever fwayed this - 

Scepter : which is their firme and conſtant re- - 

ſolution. 
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
